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This REALLY Is Important 


The people of Palm Springs are faced with one of the 
' most Important issues In many years. It Is possible 
we 
might even say probable 
that the Village will lose the 
Community Hospital. Our only hope of saving it lies in 
the acquisition by the city of the El Mirador property 
from the federal government. The building and grounds 
are now up for bid. 
Although the property appears on first consideration 
to be too large and not particularly suitable for use of 
the city government, there are many reasons why this 
may not be true. While the city could not buy this prop­ 
erty just to save the Community Hospital, the vital need 
for continuance of hospital facilities in the Village lends 
considerable weight to the argument in favor of the 
purchase. 
In the first place, it must be recognized that our city 
government is in badly cramped quarters and scattered 
in different places- So we will need a new city hall any­ 
way in the very near future. In addition to regular city 
departments the land and buildings could be used to 
provide desperately needed additional room for the 
Desert School District, a place for veterans to meet; a 
twenty acre site that could be used for a city park and 
playground; the swimming pool there now, for recrea­ 
tional and directed physical training and a building or 
site for the planned new branch fire station to protect 
that part of town. In addition there are many other non­ 
profit organizations in the Village that could use the 
present Torney Hospital facilities. 
The desirability of housing all of these agencies in 
one civic center will at once be recognized. 
Future 
growth of Palm Springs, with corresponding expansion of 
our city government, would also be provided for 
and 
who will not say that the Village is destined to grow 
steadily for many years to come? 
In consideration of providing such facilities for edu­ 
cation, recreation, public health, etc., it is understood 
that the federal government will allow the C ity of Palm 
Springs a discount from the appraised value of the prop­ 
erty. Without benefit of this the city could not finance 
the purchase. So this is of utmost importance. If pur­ 
chased at a reasonable figure, the city council believes 
that the city government could maintain the property 
from regular income. 
The loss of the Community Hospital would be a ter­ 
rific blow to the Village- It should be so apparent to 
everyone that we need not dwell upon !t here, suffice 
to say that the institution is on of our most vital assets. 
A visit to the hospital will convince anyone of its value 
to the community in terms of human lives. G o and see, 
if you are in doubt. If the hospital can be saved and a 
civic center created in this one move, it is certainly worth 
serious consideration. 
So it is a very ’mportant matter— one that should be 
on the mind 
every V aaer. If public sentiment is over­ 
whelmingly in favor of the purchase, it will help bring 
about Its realization. One thing must be kept in mind: 
The opportunity wi not :c ^ e again. It is now or never!

City Asks More 
Time to Bid on 
Torney Surplus 


City council in special session 
at 3 p. m. yesterday in the El 
paseo auditorium voted to ask 
W ar Assets A dm inistration for 
more tim e in w hich to prepare 
cash bids for the 102 buildings 
now being advertised for off-site 
use by the governm ent, with the 
deadline for such bids to be sub­ 
m itted as of the close of business 
tonight. 
The resolution voted set forth 
the plea that Palm Springs had 
expected some action on the part 
of the governm ent on its appli­ 
cation filed more th an a year ago 
for use of these buildings on their 
present sites. In view of the a n ­ 
nouncem ent by the governm ent 
th at the buildings are to be sold 
for cash on an “off-site” basis, 
the city feels th at it has not been 
given sufficient tim e in which to 
prepare and am end its applica­ 
tion on the priority given to 
m unicipalities. 
City M anager W illiam E. Al- 
w orth was given authority to 
w rite this letter to W ar Assets 
asking for more tim e. 
Prim arily the city council is 
not really interested in the build­ 
ings but in the land on which 
they stand and comprises most 
of Torney G eneral H ospital now 
in the process of being sold by 
W ar Assets A dm inistration. 
Councilm an 
C ulver 
Nichols 
declared that w hen it comes down 
to a cash price for the buildings 
a token bid of $1 per building 
should be subm itted. Councilman 
Ted M artell was of the same 
opinion.
